LIMITING SALOONS. 


Among Important excise bills passed 


by the New York legislature and sign- 
ed by Governor Hughes was one lim- 
iting the number of saloons to on© for 
every 750 people and providing that 
saloons shall not he opened before 6 
O'clock In the morning, instead of at 
6, as at present. 
The number of sa- 


loons in thfe state will gradually be 
reduced under the operation of this 
law. 


Such a regulation in Indiana, would 


reduce the number of saloons in Fort 
Wayne to less than half the number 
now maintained. There is Viow one 
saloon for each 300 of population and 
on a basis of the liquor-consuming 
element of the population one for each 
SO or 90 patrons. No other business 
In this or any other American city Is 
so tremendously overdone as the sa- 
loon business. 
And this fact accounts 


for the. low state of the business. The 
congestion puts the saloonists to great 
stress to make a living out of it. As 
a matter of fact 
there are a. great 


many failures In the business due to 
the overcrowded state of the trade and 
the lack of business capacity In the 
class of men who commonly resort to 
the traffic for a livelihood. New York 
Is attempting to minimize some of the 
evils of the business by relieving the 
congestion. A proposal has been made 
for a similar law in this state and it 
is not improbable that it will take the 
form of a legislative measure next 
winter. Fort Wayne can stand a con- 
siderable reduction 
from 
her more 


than two hundred saloons. 


Another saloon regulation bill which 


passed the New York assembly pro- 
vides that a saloonkeeper shall forfeit 
his license upon conviction for a vio- 
lation of the excise law, even though 
sentence may be suspended, and stil 
another measure provides that before 
any person can open a saloon he mus 
obtain consent 
from the owners of 


property within three hundred feet, in-

utes to every pound, not beginning to 
count the time until the meat has been 
in the over at least fifteen minutes. 
This is a mistake made by so many 
cooks, for from 'fifteen to thirty min- 
utes must he allowed for a roast to 
begin to cook in the oven.

The corn 
which has dared peep above the ground 
thus early is said to he somewhat yel- 
low from the continued cold, but It Is 
thought that the coming of the June 
skies will soon restore it.

Koch, the famous bacteriologist, died 
here yesterday afternoon from a dis- 
ease of the heart. 
He was born at 


Klausthal. Hanover, Dec. 11, 1S43. 


Prof. Koch became distinguished as 


an investigator 
of 
micro-organism.?, 


but probably gained most renown as 
the discoverer of the bacilli of tuber- 
culosis and cholera. 
He was gradu- 


ated In ISiji) from the University ot 
Uocttlngen. and while a practitioner 
at Wollstcln began his researches In 


I bacte»(oloRy. 
H In-first writings, cov- 


ering investigations ot anthrax and the 
aetiology ot traumatic Infective dis- 
eases, marked an epoch In medicine 
and placed bacteriology on a sclentltic 
basis. 


It was In 1882 that Prof. Koch firs 


announced his discovery ot the bacilli 
of tuberculosis. 


Discovers the Koch Lymph. 


In 1SSO come the announcement at 


the international mediccl congress ti- 
the professor ot the separation from 
cultures of the tubercle bacillus of a 
substance called by him tuberculin— 
the so-cnlled Koch lymph—which has 
a specific tnllucnce on -tlie tuberculous 
processes. 


Prof. Koch maintained that in fav- 


orable cases the use of this remedy In 
a proscribed way by hypodermic In- 
jection would produce a healing of the 
diseased tissues. 
He showed that in 


animals and human beings suffering 
with 
tuberculosis 
the 
injection 
ot 


minute quantities of this substance 
was followed by general febrile symp- 
toms, and the evidences ot an acute 
inflammatory 
reaction 
around 
t^ie 


areas of tuberculous disease, wherever 
In the body these might be sltuateJ. 
The use of much larger quantities In 
normal Individuals was followed by no 
symp-toms. 


At this time scientists had little 


knowledge of 
the 
specific chfim!c;il 


substances produced by bacteria in the 
meflla In which thes" grow or contained 
In their bodies, and this announcement 
rather because It was by the discov- 
erer of the tuhorclft bacillus than be- 
cause It was a. new cure for tubercu- 
losis, produced a profound .sensation 
both In lay and medical circles In Eu- 
rope and America. 


Scientists Flock to Berlin. 


The conclusion was nt once and too 


hastily drawn that at. last a specific 
for the cure of the disease ot all the 
most fatal to the human race had 
been found, and in the autumn and 
winter of 1890 thousands of medical 
practitioners and scientists flocked to 
Berlin to obtain more detailed infor- 
mation ot the manner of preparation 
and use of this remedy.

"It Is with thrift as it is with charity. The highest 


service is not the one that falls upon another, but the 
one that falls back upon yourself. A man, for Instance, 
makes a contribution to the religions cause of foreign 
missions. The heathen may be benefited by it; we 


' hope so. But, in any event, the contribution is a good 


thing for the giver, as tt enlarges his own homant- 
tarianism. 


"So it is with the savings bank account It may be 


thnt the depositor never will need a dollar of the fund. 
His wife or children never may need .1 dollar. But 
from the moment his name goes upon the signature 
book he receives a peculiar mental advantage that Is 
quite independent of the money. As long as it re- 
mains the deposit acts like an anchor, holding him 
to a safe spot in the waters, or, like ballast, helping 


him to keep a straight course. 


"To understand the psychology of the deposit you 


should be right here on the floor day after day and 
study the depositor's mind. Years after an account 
is opened we learn often that the mere act of opening 
it wrought a change in the depositor's point of view 
amounting at least to a mental transformation.

"It seems as if the deposit had woven a spell. I 


recall the case of a German with us for many years 
and carrying the limit One day tasked him why he 
' didn't draw out and invest. He held up his hands in 


protest. 'Mein Gott!' he replied. 'I make much money, 
too, in Chermany once; but I never save me a tollar 
till I got me here the aggount If I take now him oudt 
I lose him and may be all the Oder money.' 


"He has been in New York since 1890 and is worth 


$40,000. His deposit, at first a talisman, became at 
last an object of. reverence, almost an idol. He placed 
it on a pedestal and it sways his future." 


Follow up this interesting lead in thrift psychology. 


Here are the records of deposits by the pleasant chil- 
dren of Bohemia—the people of the world'of art, 
music, drama, opera. During the last decade there 
has been a marked increase in the percentage of de? 
posltora of that classs. 


"And it Is a suggestive fact," says Mr. Sprague, 


"that in a majority of cases, so far as we know the 
circumstances, the opening of the account has been 
the precursor of a bull movement in the affairs of the 
depositor, whether, man or woman. A prominent art- 
ist'who came to a bank I know of to make a first de- 
posit came later to tell the president that the quality 
of his work rose fifty per cent immediately. 'Can't 
quite explain it,; he said, 'but somehow I feel like the 
man who could'hear the wolf at the door yet didn't 
care, because he knew he could keep the beast outside.' 
More psychology for you." 


Formerly it was the vogue to accuse the theatrical 


profession of thrlftlessness.. No such charge can be 
brought justly nowadays. At the Union Dime during 
the last ton years scarcely <any development has been 
more noteworthy than the growth of "theatrical ac-

Bankers tell with a smile of the times when at the 


end of a season at Atlantic City or In the mountains 
the negroes would stream back-to New York and open 
savings accounts in the names of men or women of 
note whom they Bad served as waiters or -waitresses- 
accounts In the names of "Richard Croker," ''Seth 
Low," "Julia Ward Howe," or "Gertrude Atherton." 
Lttfle of that sort of thing occurs new. 


Negroes are becoming more thrifty, are making 


small pfles, are beginning to understand. If you ask 
Mr. Sprague for the leading factor In the uplift he 
will point to the savings bank deposit, not merely as 
an accumulation of funds, but as a saving grace 
psychologically. 


"One of the most interesting accounts we have had 


here was opened by negroes nnder the name of The 
Rising Sons and Daughters of the Juvenile Division 
of the Galilean Fisherman.' It was a charitable or- 
ganization, and a well managed one. I took the 
trouble to look Into the influence of the collective de- 
posit upon the Individuals. I was astonished at its 
helpfulness not to the recipients of the charity but 
to those who dispensed it 
They helped others, but 


did themselves the chief service." 


Then there is the deposit of the man who comes 


back after a long absence, with a lockstep hitch in his 
walk. "Shang" Draper, the burglar, kept an account 
In a mid-Manhattan savings bank, all properly and

with the idea that the blackest' crooks may have a 
theory of thrift not radically different from the theory 
of men who break into banks in the lawful fashion. 


According to the 'head of one of the best known 


savings banks in New York city, the men and women 
of the under world show a much larger percentage of 
thrift than commonly is supposed. 


"I don't mean so much the criminal of daring as the 


criminal of cunning," he explains. "I mean the.large 
class of shady rascals of both sexes who keep fashion- 
able gambling houses or help to secrete crooks, or are 
the patrons of burglars or meet financiers in the 
streets at night and take big money out of their 
pocketbooks and return cash enough "for the victim to 
get home safely.

rugs are desirable, because though suf- 
Bclent protection, they are light in 
•weight, being woven from strips of new 
cretonne. 
The colors are fast, so the mats tna> 


be easily laundered, and T think It ad- 
visable to tell housekeepers the in- 
formation furnished by a kind corre- 


spondent that if thin rag rugs, also 
bath mats, are put through starch they 
will not curl or slip on the floor. 


While the hit and miss design Is still 


preferred by many persons, the plain 
centers displaying pretty borders are 
attractive.

So popular have rag rug weaves be- 


come that it is possible to get the rag 
rug effects in curtains, portieres and 
couch covers. 


Cross stripe thin curtains harmonize 


with the irregular designs in rugs, 
while couch covers and portieres arc 
woven from thin cretonnes, cotton taf- 
fetas, etc., exactly as are rugs for the 
floors. 


A bungalow fitted with floor cover- 


ings and draperies of this kind should 
be cheerful and attractive in summer. 


ICext in favor for the floors are crex 


rugs. 
They are cool, serviceable and 


decidedly sanitary because, being so 
light in weight, even a large rug may 
be transferred weekly to the yard or 
piazza, and dust that has accumulated 
beneath wiped away. 


Then when the rug has been swept 


and replaced It. too, can be fres'hened 
by rubbing with a cloth wrung from 
warm water and ammonia. 


This process 
will revive the color, 


supposing the rug is faded. 


The plain crex rugs are pretty, but 


the bordered ones, a little more ex- 
pensive, are much more attractive.

Housekeepers who possess quanti- 


ties of old carpet, too good to throw 
away, yet worn In places, may like to 
know how to have old carpets made 
into handsome new rugs. 


To begrin with, any kind of carpet 


can be used, as Brussels. Ingrain, vel- 
vets, moquettes. Axminsters. Wiltons, 
Brussels and ingrain carpets willmak'e 
a reversible rug. that is. both sides 
will look alike. The other kinds make 
rugs with one side only. 


Carpet that is all jute or cotton can- 


not be used: neither can 
worn 
out 


Smyrna 
russ. 
When, however, the 


Smyrna rug is in a fair condition, the 
chenille of !t can bo mixed with other 
carpets and rewoven into a combina- 
tion rug. Small pieces of carpet, even 
hough they are only mites or perhaps 
rlmmings. should be sent as they can 
all be used. 
To calculate how many square yards 


of rug can be manufactured from old 
carpet one must figure as follows: 


Six yards or eight pounds ot Brus- 


sels carpet will make one square yard 
of rug. 1C the carpet is ingrain five 
yards or seven pounds will be suffi- 
cient. 
Allowances must be made for worn 


and threadbare parts. 


If Insufficient carpet Is sent to com- 


plete a certain size rug ordered, the 
shortage can be supplied by the weaver 
at from five to ten cents a pound. 


No 
preparation, such as 
cleaning 


carpets before sending:. Is necessary 
because all pieces are steam cleaned 
at the factory before being made into 
ugs. 
It 1s said the remade rug will give 


better wear than the original carpe 
from which It was made and will out 
wear a dozen cheap rugs. 


Handsome rag rugs can be woven 


from old cotlon and woolen rags. Th 
directions for preparing these ragsar 
as follows: Cut the rags one Inch wide 


lew the ends together by lapping then 
ind wind into balls. 


It requires one and a half pounds tc 


make a square yard. If the rags ars 
of a heavy pattern then two yardl 
will be required. 


Old .chenille curtains 
make hand- 


some reversible rugi which will give 
rauch wear and will always be satis- 
'actory. . 


One curtain will usually make 01 


square yard when rewoven.

A favorite fad among girls at pres- 
nt is to embroider sheer pretty stock- 
ings that will be worn during the com- 
ing summer. It may be well to add a 
word of warning against attempting a 
design too elaborate, because a person 
is apt to get tired of "the work ere a 
single pair Is decorated. Therefore, a 
simple dainty design neatly executed 
will be more desirable and often more 
attractive.

As the elastic nature of the»stock- 


ings makes embroidering difficult, it is 
betted to sew the transfer paper, under 
the parts to be decorated rather than 
to stamp the design on the stockings. 


Dots, simple clocks and diamonds are 


always pretty, especially when the col- 
oring is well chosen. 


Gray on gray is dainty, especially 


when a little white Is introduced, and 
go is dark brown combined with gold 
worked on tan hose.

He could not be made to more until Madden, 
at no small personal risk, demonstrated to him exactly 
what any fourth class, shifty pugilist could do to hinj 
If he Insisted upon bis stubborn fondness for one 
spot. 


the way Ryan had turned the tables. Their elation 
slackened somewhat when the referee awarded to 
Sullivan first blood as a result of his slashing jabs at 
Ryan's face. 


Ryan Is Encouraged. 


The reverse of fortune had put steel Into Ryan, 


and he sprang into action nimbly at the opening of 
the third rouud, meeting Sullivan at the centre and 
leading off with the left. The rest of the round took 
up about three secouds.

flADDY'-1 BY AN held the honor he had 
[wrested from Goss for nearly two years 
' without finding another claimant to- it. 


Then, in 1883, "Billy" Madden brought forward 
his young phenomenon, John 1. Sullivan, who 
serenely had been putting away all comers and 
was already known as the hardest hitter ever 
seen inside the ropes. 


Sullivan was the one great product of the 


four; y period of flstic history, which came to an 
end W his career and which was only lifted 
from \ dead level of mediocrity by his astound- 
ing a hievements. His personality completely 
domii ited the prize ring for ten years, during 
which \e imposed his own peculiar methods upon 
the spi rt, sweeping away once for all the teach- 
ings oi the first great tactician, Mendoza, which 
had iiUuenced pugilism more or less directly 
throughout the second, third and fourthyperiods. 


Tactics;' strategy, accepted plans of campaign 


were all thrust into the dust heap when Sullivan 
hammered his ruthless, undeviating way to the 
front His style, bluntly, was a return to prim- 
itive principles. He fought as Broughton him- 
•elf fought in the dawn of pugilism, and tcsause 
no one who wer handled fists could approach 
him at that game he stands as the most power- 
ful out and out fighter the ring has known. 


Comparison is of little use in placing the great 


"John Ii." As a popular idol in his day he might 
b« bracketed with "Tom" Crihb. His easy nature, 
hit taste of a certain social triumph at the height 
of his fame, his subsequent position as a kind 
of semi-public character and dignitary of tho 
•porting world offer further points of resem- 
blance with "the Quid-Champion." ^^ - 


As a boxer he was something tike "Jack" 


Black, less like Worrisaey and most like a Boman 
sl«ge tower armed with two gigantic, straight ^ 
levering catapults. As a ring general he worked 
by the rule of three, a somewhat simpler system 
than that of Ajax. As an exponent of science he 
could have taken lessons from "the Stnleyoridge 
Infant."

In the land of Chaldea, by the batiks 


o£ the river Cbebar, a band of Jewish 
exiles were accustomed to meet for 
the worship of God. To them came 
this promise. In dreams and visions 
of the night they saw the gilded tow- 
ers of the temple in Jerusalem shin- 
ing in the Bun; they heard the rams- 
horns calling and longed with a great 
longing to fall in with the multitudes 
that went to keep holy day. Blessed 
memories of happiness gone by! 
"We 


hanged our harps on the willows and 
wept when we remembered Zion!" Jt 
was to these sequestered exiles that 
God said: "I will be to you as a little 
sanctuary." 
The promise is rich in 


comfort for three kinds of people par- 
ticularly: 
First: 
To Christians 
in 
small 


churches. 
There 4s a lltUe lonely fold. 
Whose flock one shepherd keeps. 
Through summer's'heat and -winter's cold. 
With eye. that never sleeps. 


You may find them everywhere, these 
little lonely folds: out on our frontiers, 
in school, houses by the crossroads, and 
in "the regions beyond." where con- 
verts from paganism gather under the 
shadow of banyan trees. To them the 
promise comes, "Thus salth- the Lord. 
I will be unto you as a little sanc- 
tuary." 
I sometimes fear we overestimate the 


relative 
importance 
of ' the city 


churches where God is worshiped In 
magnificent surroundings and with im- 
posing rites. 
They occupy a great 


place in the newspapers and in the 
denominational year books; but who 
shall say that the sum-total of the in- 
fluence of the secluded groups is not 
more significant'in the sight of God? 


We call them "little churches;" but 


perhaps the old-fashioned people who 
Blng threadbare tunes to the accom- 
paniment of a cabinet organ stand for 
a, higher type of piety than those who 
live In closer touch with the world of 
affairs. 
The great promise Is theirs. 


"I will be to them as a little sanc- 
tuary:" a, promise 
which 
is para- 


phrased by our Lord in the words. 
"Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether In ray name, there am I In the 
midst of them." God's arithmetic is 
tot ours. Numbers count for little: 
ted pomp and circumstance find no 
•ivor In his eyes. 
Strength Not in Numbar*. 
' 


We call them "weak churches." too; 


hut possibly our mode of calculation 
Is at fault. The power Is In the bat- 
tery, rtot in the wires; and God some- 
times generates a mighty current in 
"an "unlikely place. It Is his province 
to "save with few or with many." 
Wherefore the church of a thousand 
members may be weak, while the one 
that has but a score may exert an In- 
fluence far and wide. 


It was n. lonely little church of only 


eleven members that, coming down the 
outer stairway from the upper room in 
Jerusalem, went forth to the conquest 
of the world, animated by the prom- 
ise, "Fear not. little flock, for It Is your 
Father's good pleasure to give you 
the kingdom!" 
It was a lonely little church that as- 


sembled once by the river-side near 
PhlllppI In a place "where prayer was 
wont to be made;" yet God used H as 
a radiating center for the diffusion of 
the gospel throughout all Europe. 


It was a lonely little fold of hunted 


Christians that gathered for, worship 
In the catacombs behead the Imperial 
City; but it wielded a greater power 
than Caesar and his courtiers whose 


chariot wheels rumbled above their i 
heads. 


How insignificant In point of num- 


bers and material strength were the 
Conventicles 
among 
the 
Scottish 


hills; but God was unto them as a 
little tabernacle and the world pays 
tribute to their fruitful faith. Thus 
not infrequently the numerical min- 
imum has turned out to be a dynamic, 
maximum. 
The Vaudols, the Purl- 


tans, the Lollards, the Huguenots, the 
Covenanters and the despised "beg- 
gars" of Holland are in evidence. God 
with a few makes an army, of which 
one shall chase a thousand and two 
shall put ten thousand to flight. 


Second: The promise is for Chris- 


tians in sick rooms. It Is one of the 
pleasures of my ministry to keep in 
touch, by means of a printed sermon 
every week, with many parishioners 
near and far who. by reason of their 
infirmities, 
are deprived of chnrch 


privileges. It has been a pleasure be- 
yond all words to give them a few 
crumbs of comfort 
in 
their lonely 


h'ours, mayhap to lighten the burden of 
their secluded lives. 
God bless my 


cloistered congregation! I receive let- 
ters from them, now and then; and 
what love of our great master breathes 
through all! What faith! What sim- 
ple acquiescence In his holy will! 


The Sufferer at Heaven's Gat*. 
I have found the story of one such 


cloistered saint In a tract called The 
Dairyman's Daughter, published near- 
ly a century ago. It Is one of the sim- 
ple annals of the poor, written in 
terms quite antiquated and likely to 
provoke a smile. The story runs on 
this wise: 
A message. came to • thfl 


pastor of the village church at Arre- 
ton. In the Isle of Wight, calling him 
to a humble home of sorrow. 
He 


found there an Invalid girl who. to use 
her homely phrase, had once been "all 
for the world and pleasure, for dress 
and company." but. whose life had 
been changed by a sermon on the text. 
"Be y« clothed with humility." 
Since 


then her quiet Influence had been a 
blessing to the 
neighborhood. Her 


life was now slowly fading away, and 
she 'was looking forward with a great 
longing to the Land of the Leal. Sit- 
ting by the fireside, supported by pil- 
lows, she 'said with a patient smile, 
"My heart and my flesh fall: but God 
Is my strength find portion. 
In the 


fulness of Christ I hax-<? found all that 
my poverty could need, and In his 
bosom I have found a resting place 
from sin and sorrow." The minister 
repeated his visit again and again, 
and went away saying. "Verily, this Is 
the house of God: this Is the gate of 
heaven!" On his last visit he read ny 
her bedside. "O death, where I? thy 
sting? O grave, where to thy victory? 
Th<! sting of death Is slh. and the 
strength of sin Is the law; but thnnks 
be to God which glveth u» the victory 
through our Lord 
Jesus Christ!" 


whereupon "her eyes 
opened 
and- 


something like a ray of divine light 
beamed from her countenance," as she 
whlspernd, "Victory! Victory, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ!" and then, 
"He deals very gently with me;" again. 
"His promises are yea and amen;*^.and 
finally. "All's well!" A hundred years 
and more have passed. The cottage 
where she dwelt, with a1 rose bush 
over Its door and old-fashioned flow- 
ers In the garden, Is still kept as a 
memorial of her. To the multitude of 
sufferers who are 
shut In, like the 


dairyman's daughter, the promise "I 
will be unto you as a little sanctuary" 
brings Joy unspeakable. 
"All's well!" 


The Lord is their light and their sal- 
vation. 
Theirs is the peace of God

that passeth all understanding. They 
are Indeed "shut in;" but like Mad- 
ame Guyon behind her prison bars, 
they sing the song of patience and 
resignation to their master's wilL 


A little bird am I. 
Shut in from 'fields of air: 
But in my cage I sit and sine 
To him who placed me there; 
Well pleased a 'prisoner to be. 
Since, O my Lord, It pleaseth thee! 


If they are "shut in" they are also 


shut out; shut out from the busy 
world, shut in with Him who giveth 
songs In the night 


Third: The promise has a. still larg- 


er application; it brings a message of 
strength and courage to all who live 
and labor in a narrow sphere. 


How many there are who feel the 


straltness of their limitations! They 
long to make life tell: but their am- 
bition Is clogged and hampered as with 
a ball and chain. They are "cabined, 
cribbed, confined:" and, like the starl- 
ing In the Sentimental Journey, they 
beat their wings against their cages 
crying, "I can't get out!" Nevertheless.. 
a life thus circumscribed has great 
compensation. 


To begin with, there is the assurance 


of the divine Presence, "Lo, I am with 
you always." It is worth remembering 
that when Paul complained that, at 
his trial before Nero, all his friends 
forsook him, he was moved to add. 
"Notwithstanding the Lord stood with 
me and strengthened me." It Is under 
such conditions that we come into 
closest intimacy with Him. We be- 
corne acquainted with friends not In 
a,crowd but in some trystlmj place. It 
Is related of Thomas a Kempis, who 
wrote the Imitation of Christ, that 
oftentimes when walking with his com- 
panions in the garden of the monas- 
tery, he would glance at the sundial 
and say, "Dear brethren. I must go: 
there Is Someone waiting for me In 
my cell." \ 


A further compensation Is In the as- 


surance of divine protection and guid- 
ance. 
God's watchcare is singularly 


over his "hidden ones." those who are 


"In the secret place of his pavilion." 


ild "In the hollow of his hand." And 
he guides them In all their ways. The 
child who was cast adrift In a basket 
among the bulrushes on the Nile was 
not forgotten of God. Nor was he for- 
gotten when later he played in the 
palace halls, nor when he pursued his 
studies In the University of On, nor 
when he assumed his place In public 
affairs with the prospect of the vice- 
royalty of Egypt before him. But then 
came- the break In his life! He found 
himself silone In the desert of Mldlan. 
Wns God still wljh him? Tes. guiding 
his feet when he led hln flocks to pas- 
ture as rea.lly as when he was In train- 
Ing for the throne. And of this fact 
God gave him assurance at the bnrn-g 
Ing bush, when he said: 
"I Am That 


I Am. And certainly I will be with 
tneo!"

It is "the fourth watch of the night"

He 
comes down from the mountain top, 
where he has been praying: he reaches 
the shore of the sea: the beating 
waves cause nim no fear; he steps out 
upon them as if they were solid ground. 
The distance between him and the 
storm-tossed ship is three mile? or 
more, but rapidly advancing he is soon 
within speaking distance of those on 
the ship. He sees, that the men are 
frightened at his appearance, and he 
hears them say:' "It Is a ghost!" They 
are so frightened they do not know 
their best and dearest friend! 
But 


they can not mistake his voice when 
he calls out to them: 
"Be of good 


cheer: it Is I, be not afraid." One man 
on the boat would put him to the test, 
and he calls out: "If it really be thou. 
tell me to come to thee, and I can 
come." "Come!" was the answer. Now 
we see that man step out ot the ship 
upon the surging sea. and he treads 
the waves but only a few steps, and 
he begins to sink In the water; a hand 
grasps him and raises him to his feet. 
and both the man and his deliverer get 
Into the boat- The storm becomes 
calm, and there Is a chorus of voices 
exclaiming: "Of a truth, thou art the 
Son of God." 
Yes, Jesus had come 


across the waves to help them and 
save them. 


The Plain of Gennesaret. 


Peter felt the most gratltnde be- 


cause he had been nearer death than 
any of them «* he sank In the water, 
and he had been nearer the Lord Jesus 
than any ot them, erven walking upon 
the sea with him. 
Jesus finished his Journey across the 


sea In the boat with his -disciples, and 
they were soon on the plain of Gen- 
nesaret. 
Their coming had not been 


announced, but they had been seen on 
their Journey thither. Crowd* of peo- 
ple gathered, not so much to give them 
welcome as to claim the wonderftf 
help of Jesus for their sick and lame 
and blind. Their number wa« so gi»:it. 
Jesus could not come hito pcrsminl' 
contact with each and every one, so he 
lermltted that whosoever should touch 
ita garments might be made whole. 
Then it was that the plain of Gen- 
nexaret became vocal with the songs of 
praise of those who had been healed. 
Tho Pharisees were there to find fault 
with Jesus for healing on the Sabbath 
day, but Jesus know far butter than 
Jiey how to keep the Sabbath day holy. 


Two practical suggestions come to 


use Iroro this Incident by which to 
take consolation and guidance for our 
own lives: 


1. The Lord Christ knows our bur- 


dens. 


2. Ho will help us though our faith 


be small. 


Some one has said that affliction is 


God's angci, who goes ever back and 
forth. 
Sweeping from heaven the cobwebs spun 
on earth. 


Then plainly, we are not to look up- 


on calamity that may come upon us as 
an Indication of God's displeasure with 
us. 
Oftener 
than 
otherwise 
the 


troubles we experience are the result of 
our own misdeeds, or the wrong doing 
of others. God has nothing to do with 
It, only to help us. At other times, 
God permits afflictions to lay hold on 
us, as he did In the case of Job, that a 
nobler life may be developed In us. 
Jesus might have held back the storm 
which so discomfited his apostles, but 
he let It rago that they might thereby 
learn a lesson of trust. 


The Lesson of Trust. 


And God teaches lessons of trust to 


other people in other ways. Charles 
Newton was an old man who kept a 
child's golden curl among his chief 
treasures. And strange to say, It was 
his own curl. When he was a little 
boy four years old he had Rone with 
his father to the woods to see him 
cut logs, for his father was a forester. 
"Thud, thud, thud," went the big ax, 
while Charlie stood by watching. A 
few splinters fell at the child's feet- 
He stooped to piok them up, and bend- 
ing forward Just as the ax was coming 
down in all Its -force, the little curly 
head lay close to the middle of the log! 
To stop the ax was impossible. Char- 
He screamed; the father stood aghast 
for he really hPlleved that he bad killed 
bis child.

And it needed no eyes at all to

So I 


stood foolishly around in an aimless sort ot a "way, 
my library books tucked under my arm, my 
glasses held (between the thumb and forefinger of 
one hand, feeling an embarrassment that belonged 
not especially to me, but rather to the condition 
of things around us both. 
Have 'you ever felt 


(hat way—say, when a calamity has occurred to a 
friend, that somehow you must act as if you felt 
personally responsible and were sorry you had let 
it occur? 
My tongue refused to too nimble,

His face was

Blumenstaub never used to

we first met; let me see, that was over a year ago. 


It is a hard sight to -watch a man lose his grip,

back to me; it has grown on me, quietly, like the 
pathos of an old tune, since11 turned on my heel 
and wa'ked home with my library books, leaving 
him there iby the news stand Jn Forty-second 
Street, twirling his hat, looking at the lights, 
waiting alone, and half drunk. 


I net (Blumenstaulb at Gallo's.

Eheu! 
Ehodem! My outer ear now hears the 


rush of an L train; but my Inner one—I think It 
vibrates to some one In the old days faintly singing:

Ou, la, la! 
Ou, la, lal 


After Ruth left I moved over to the table of the 


grande famine. 
I was shy at first, conscious of 


my single forlornness and probably dwelling over 
former meals far more' fondly than over those 
then updn my plate. 
Gradually, however, 1 


became awara ot a big, florid man upon my left 
who talked li'n an 
audience-namipelling, strident 


voice—not that the shout Itself was marvellous,

to a Teuton it seems the wonder of wonders that 
anyone shp.ll deliberately come into a foreign 
place possessed of a knowledge ot the German 
language. 
"That is my wine. 
I mean, I sell

It comes from

The 
ice 
was 
'broken. 
Blunenstaub • and 
I 


became cronies. 


It went on that way a long, long time, and I 


got to know many twists and turns to the old 
man's nature in the course ot it all, but that is 
not what I am thinking ot to-night since I lert him. 
I am not thinking of a man. nor a character, nor a 
condition. 


I am thinking of a remark. 
You know how, out ot the great swirl ot things

I cannot, eliminate this remark about Blumenstartb.

GROWING BEANS FOR THE 


LOCAL MARKET. 


I make a nice sum each year grow- 


ing beans, for which I receive $2.60 
to $3 per bushel. The variety I grow 
and the one most in demand is the 
Navy, a sma'l white bunch bean which 
yields remarkably well, even on very 
thin land. 
I break the ground for this crop the 


latter part of May, then thoroughly 
harrow and drag'the same and drill 
the beans In rows three feet apart. 


Three days after planting I go over 


the field crosswise with a light weeder 
In case the weeds spring up quickly 
or a crust is formed by rain, I go 
over them again Just before they come 


They must not be far enough 
so that the weeder teeth will 
up. 
up 
strike the plants, as they are verj 
tender, and the least touch will spot 
them. 


As soon wi the, beans drop off th< 


lead I begin Cultivating them, firs 
using narrow shovels next the plants 
"to that the dirt will not bs thrown 
on them. \ I cultivate three times, bu 
never while the vines are wet, as th 
dirt will stick to ttyem and Injure th 
plants. Nor do I cultivate them whll 
they are In bloom, as many of th 
blossoms would b« knocked off and th 
yield be leadened—Wm. H. Under 
wood. 


HIGH OR IXm HEADED TREES? 


At the present time many orchard- 


sts believe that the nearer to tha 
ground they can head their trees the 
letter and thousands of trees have 
grown up like bushes without any 
raining at all, each shoot from near 
he ground striving to become the 
body of the tree. 


The trees crown In this way will 


come sooner Into bearing and have 
a greater bearing surface, but are 
short lived and unsightly, are easily 
broken down by the wind and weight 
of the fruit. In certain parts of the. 
country where the trees are 'exposed 
:o droughts and hot winds I would 
advise low headed trees but as a rul* 
I am in favor of medium high train- 
Ing. 
The branches after the tree 


eomes Into bearing should protect the 
trunk of the tree from the sun during 
the summer. 


The heading should be high enough 


to secure a growth of branches at 
nearly right angles with the trunk, 
othsiVvlse tn»' wlli form what Is term- 
ed mal-formed crotches, owing to the 
natural tendency of the branches to 
an upright growth. Every tree should 
have a central shaft and the bran- 
ches should be. evenly distributed. 
Care must be exercised in pruning 
not to allow a side branch to get 
ahead of the center. 


In the early days when lumber was 


cheap, buildings wore built of logs, 
or at least had heavy frames. Under 
these conditions the rectangular barn 
was the one naturally used, and peo- 
ple have followed in the footsteps of 
their forefathers In continuing this 
form of barn. "The result is that the 
economy and advantages of the round 
barn have apparently never been con- 
sidered. This is because they are not 
obvious at first sight, and become 
fully apparent only after a detailed 
study of the construction. For these 
reasons, the rectangular form still 
continues to bo built, although It re 
quires much more lumber. As the 
price of lumber has advanced so mat- 
erially 'in recent years, the possible 
saving In this material is a large itom, 
and well worth investigating. 


The difficulty with most round barns 


that have been built, thus far, Is tha' 
they do not have a self-supporting 
roof, and consequently lose many o" 
the advantages of 
structed round barn

This Is the prln 


clpal reason why round barns hav 
not become more popular. A straigh 
roof necessarily requires many sup 
ports in the barn below. These ar 
both costly and inconvenient. an< 
make the roof no stronger than 
dome-shaped, 
self-supporting

the mow. 


Many who have thus disrcgarde 


capacity have also wasted lumber an

ar form. Many new problems pre- 
ent themselves, but when these arc 
race understood, the round barn of- 
ers no m'oro difficulties In construc- 
lon than the rectangular form. It 
s, however Important to have a head 
carpenter who Is accustomed to put- 
.Ing up round barns, as a man with 
ngcnulty and experience can take ad- 
vantage of many opportunities to save 
abor and material. 


The first thing to consider In the 


erection of a barn is a convenient 
.rrangement for the purpose for which 
it Is to be used. 
Considering that the barn on a dairy 


farm is used twice every day in the 
year, and that for six months each 
year the cows occupy it almost con- 
tinuously, and that during this time 
a large amount of the labor of the 
farm is done Inside the barn. It Is 
evident that the question of Its con- 
venience is a vital one. The amount 
of time and strength wasted in useless 
labor in poorly arranged buildings is 
appalling. People do. not stop to con- 
sider the saving in fa year or a life- 
time by having the barn so convenient- 


ly arranged that there Is a saving of 
only a few seconds on each task that 
has to be done two or three times 
every day. 
The circular construction Is the 


strongest, because it takes advantage 
of the llne-al. instead ofTfce break- 
Ing strength of tho lumber. Each 
row of boards running around the 
barn forms a hoop that holds the 
barn together. 
A barrel, properly 


hooped and headed. Is almost Indest- 
ructible, and much stronger than a 
box. 
although tha hoops are small.

SPRAYS FOR FUNGOUS DISEASES 


Bordeaux mixture is by far the most 


generally useful fungicide we hare. 
Tire copper sulfate or blue vitriol Is 
the active funglcldal afcent, while the 
lime is added to prevent th* burning 
of the foliage, which would result 
- from a pure copper sulfate solution. 


The usual formula Is: 5 pounds cop- 
per sulfate, B pound* lime, 50 gallons 
of water. 


Many prefer to modify this formula 


by reducing the quantity of blue «tono 
to one pound and increasing the llmo 
one pound. 


Certain precaution* must be. ob- 


•erved in making Bordeaux. In order 
to obtain the most efficient mixture. 
The secret of su«oes* Is to put to- 
gether as dilute solutions as possible. 
The copper sulfate may be convenient- 
ly made up Into a stock solution by 
dissolving it at the rate of one pound 
to one gallon of water. Tho amount 
needed at any time can then be read 


"lly obtained by stirring up the solu- 


tion and measuring out ai many gal- 
lons as there are pounds required. | 
t 
The lime can likewise be slaked in | 
quantity and kept till neeaed as a 
stock solution of knpwn strength. The 
blue-stone may be dissolved quickly 
In hot water, or, more slowly, in cold 
water by suspending near the tojfeof 
the water In a burlap or coarse bask- 
et over night. 
Good stone lime should 


be used. Air-slaked lime is not sat- 
isfactory. Hydrated or process lime, 
of good quality may be used if the 
proportion of lime to copper sulfate 
Is Increased from one-fourth to one- 
half- If a barrel (BO gallons) of the 
Bordeaux is to be made. It Is easy 
to secure the required dilution of mat- 
erial by the use of three vessels. Put 
25 gallons of water in the barrel. 
Dilute the blue-stone solution conr 
talnlng five pounds to 12 1-2 gallons. 
Dilute five pound* slaked lime like- 
wise, then dip alternately from each 
solution into the 60 gallon barrel. 


Whatever the particular method em- 
ployed, however, the end Is the same. 
Put the copper sulfate a»d lime sol- 
utions together after diluting each 
a* much as possible. Don't mix con- 
centrated solutions. If this Is done. | 
with the idea of diluting to spraying i 
strength later./ the mixture curdles,] 
an.1 a thick, heavy precipitate Is form- 
ed which settles BO rapidly that It Is 
Impossible to do a good Job of spray- 
ing. A properly made Bordeaux should 
remain for half an hour with almost 
no preceptlble settling 
When put- 


ting the spray mixture Into the tank, 
always strain carefully. For peaches 
use ftt not over half strength.

larger limbs, and sometimes attacks 
the trunk. 
Old cankers are often a 


foot or more In length. The fungus 
attacks the wood as well as the bark. 
In the early stages of the disease the 
bark Is brown and slightly sunken 
and usually set off from the healthy 
bark by ft distinct boundary. As the 
season advances circular fungous mas- 
ses develop on the diseased area. 
They are formed beneath the bark, 
but soon break through to tho sur- 
face furnishing the most character- 
istic feature of the disease. They 
are firmly fastened to the wood by 
means of a hard ring of fungous tis- 
sue so that they remain attached to 
it even after the bark has fallen away. 
Summer spores are produced on the 
surface of the stroma. Later In the 
season, -numerous flask-shaped per- 
ithecta are formed within the stroma, 
but opening on its surface. These 


many still are, no matter how much 
other classes have Improved. 
The 


results have been and will ever be 
disastrous.
